Curlous Blunder Made by Officials of 
Rural Cemetery in England 

London, England.—A remarkable 
burial scandal has been: reported to 
the home secretary. Mr, Caunt, a 
prominent resident of Beeston, near 
Nottingham, who died in December 
last at the age of 68, was buried in 
the loca] cemetery, which is under the 
control of the Beeston urban district 
council.

POLICE 1N RAID WITH SHIELDS 


Armed With Bombs They Lay Siege to 
Villa to Capture Noted Bandit * 
Paris, France .—The t' of po- 
lice wad advised recent! 
come to the knowledge of the criminal 
investigation that Lacombe, the notor- 
fous bandit accused of the murder of 
a ticket collector at. the station of 
Les Aubrais, and leader of the gang 
which attacked the postoffice at Bez- 
ons and killed the postmaster, had 
been seen within the last week at Put- 
eaux, Suresnes, and Franconville, three 
districts northwest of Paris, and that 
he was believed’ to be in hiding in one 
of these suburbs. 

At the Paris headquarters the night 
was passed in extraordinary prepara- 
tions. M. Touny, head of the muni- 
cipal police summoned all his avail- 
able men and distributed arms and 
ammunition. Ten inspectors were 
provided with the new bullet proof 
shields and heavy revolvers and a doz- 
en policemen were dispatched to the 
municipal laboratory where hey were 
equipped with asphyxiation bombs, 
bundles of straw, mattresses and other 
materials for covering an attack on 
the bandit’s stronghold. 

The detectives’ and policemen with 
the shields and poisonous bombs, in 
all a force of 192 men, left by train 
from St. Lazare. On arrival at Put- 
eaux the attacking forces were divided 
into two sections, one led by M. Le 
pine and the other by M. Hamard, The 
railway stations of Puteaux and Sures- 
nes were occupied by armed guards. 
It had been decided first to storm a 
villa at Puteaux, the residence of a 
pork butcher samed Bouby. At day- 
break a number of policemen with re 
volvers in their hands approached the 
villa and surrounded it. The attack- 
ing force, protected by their bullet- 
proof shields, then rushed the garden 
doing much havoc to the flower beds.

PREMIER IN SCANDAL 


Alleged to Have Spent State Funds 


for Election Expenses of Party 

Vienna, Hungary.—Herr Von  Lu- 
kacs, the Hungarian premier, ts .in- 
volved in a political scandal which 
may turn out disastrously for his cab- 
inet. Deputy Desy, former under sec- 
retary, in a speech made publicly, ac- 
cused Doctor Lukacs of having used 
4,000,000 kronen (which the govern- 
ment had to receive from a Budapest 
bank) for the electoral purposes of 
his party. He made statements which 
were Intended to show that Doctor Lu- 
kacs carried out some business in 
which he personally made some unfair 
profit. ~ 

Doctor Lukacs‘sued his accuser, but 
at the trial the court allowed the de- 
fendant to bring evidence only con- 
cerning the Alleged fact of unfair per- 
sonal profit, while evidence Offered 
with regard to the alleged political 
corruption of the premier was not ad- 
mitted. 5 

This caused great indignation 
among defendant's lawyers, who re- 
fused to plead and left the court. 

Deputy Desy was sentenced to one 
month's imprisonment and a fine of 
600 kronen for libel.

The “green water’ of the Nile is 
quite a different thing from the green 
water of the ocean, says the Scientitic 
American, : 

About April 15 ‘the Nile heging its 
snnual rise, and a month later the 
effect is‘ felt at Khartoum, A very 
turious = SWenomenon accompanies 
this increase in the appearance of 
the “green water.” ; 

For a long time it was believed that 
the color came frem the swamps of 
upper Nile, lying isolated and 
stagnant under the tropical sun and 
polluting the waters with decaying 
vegetable matter. With the spring 
rise this fetid water was supposed to 
be swept into the streams to make its 
apnearance in Egypt. 

Within recent times, however, this 
theory has been abandoned. Now we 
are advised the grven water ig caused 
by the’ presence of innumerable num- 
bers of microscopic algae, offensive 
to the taste and smell. They origin. 
ate away up in the tributaries and 
are carried to the Nile, where under 
the hot sun and in the clear water 
they increase with amazing rapidity, 
forming columns from 250 miles to 
500 miles inf length. 

The weeds continve to grow, die 
and decay until the turbid flood wa- 
ters put them to an end, for they can. 
hot exist except in clear water. 

Offensive as, in some respects. the 
green water is, it is hailed with de- 
light by the Egyptians, since its 
appearance “: a sign'of fhe real 
flood time and the close of the water 
famine. 


Serrard Shaw.

Thomas Brock, who earned a 
knighthood on account of the magni- 
ficent manner in which he carried 
out the Queen Victoria Memorial, had 
to encounter a great deal of opposi- 
tion from his father, a Worcester 
builder, in deciding to follow an ar- 
tistic career.

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THE BLACK PROBLEM, 


Sputh Africa Is Called on te Face a 
Huge Question. 

There willbe many important points 
on which the union Parliament. will 
have to come to’a décision, but per- 
haps it will be agreed that the most 
vital of all South African questions, 
and the‘one needing the earliest and 
foundest solution, is that of the Native 
Policy. 

The native territories, latge in ox- 
tent and with rapidly growing popyla- 
tions, may Within a few years become 
part and parcel of the Union of South 
Africa, and some definite scheme for 
the future governing of these great 
populous territories will have to be de- 
vised; ore which will give the natives 
no handle with which to shake the 
confidence of the outside world in the 


wisdom and integrity of the Union | 


Government, while at the same time it 
appeases the established feelings of 
the dominant color. 

The difficulties that beset the path of 
Satisfactory legislation having for its 
sim the gradual elevation to political 
rights of so primitive’ and diverse 
tribes, must of necessity be numerous 
Nevertheless, a way must be found, 
and that between the extremes of the 
hollow American ‘‘Man'‘and a Broth- 
er’ and the “Nigger and a Dog” feel- 
ing. With the great advancement ot 
education among the natives, with the 
recognized striving for book learning 
which they evince, and above all with 
the example of the whites before them, 
it is very natural that they should 
move for the possession of some sort 
of political franchise. 

In what manner is it possible to 
gtant, with benefit to the natives and 


| at the same time with dignity to the 


whites, this rational demand? 


Under existing circumstances the | 
ponies is roug..ly this: In the Cape | 
rovince natives may attain a vote | 


under more or less ry | ees 
in the Transvaal an range River 
Colony they have no vote. In Natal 
the qualifications is so stringent that 
it is practically prohibitive. The Basu- 
tos hold Pitsos, which are assemblies 
of chiefs or headmen, in which their 
tribal affairs are discussed, The Swaz- 
is and Zulus have nothing resembi- 
ing either the Parliament ot the white 
man or the Pitso of the Basuto. 

Thousands. of natives are with extra- 
ordinary diligence acquiri know]. 
edge; already hundreds have been gent 
over to America to undergo a course 
of education there. and thus the white 
of Bouth Africa must be prepared 
shortly for a strong display of native 
educational results, terminating in a 
well-founded cry for political rights. 

Now, in the Basuto appears to be 
the whole solution of the matter; wh 
not have a native Parliament to whic 
all the native tribes of South Africa 
could send representatives? 

Take away the franchise of the na- 
tives at the Cape as at present exer- 
cised, in favor of a more extended 
one, for a Parliament of their own; 
place this Parliament under a com- 
mission, who would forward to the 
Union Parliament for ratification or 
otherwise such resolutions as have 
come to them from the Pitso. 

This woe. mire i =~ native wipes 
an opportunity of airing their griev. 
aneat and liens: and alone would 
lessen by half the danger arising from 
the probable bursting of a sealed {ur- 
nace. : 

The native population of South Af- 
rica is pigeons 7 and we have the 
menacing example of the U.S.A. be- 
e us, 

The natives cannot and will not ex- 
pect for the present and for a long 
while to come.the full and free fran- 
chise of the whites, but they certainly 
will desire to labor under no undue 
intolerance, and have a right to ex- 
ct a wholehearted consideration of 
heir side of the case. ; 

The adoption of such a course as 
that eutlined above would, under pro- 
per safeguards, carry with it but little 
risk of nett to the white population, 
while to the natives it must appear 
such a great stride/in the recognition 
of their status of citizenship, that it 
surely must earn the Pag ed of un- 

loyalty to the Government 
and people which established it. 

Such a scheme will have many de- 
tails to be considered, such as the 
advisability of the channel of com- 
munication betwéen the two Parlia- 
ments, consisting of either one Min- 
ister or 4 commission, and so forth; 
but the first ry is to find the path 
which will lead to‘a satisfactory solu- 
tiou of-a question the gravity of which 
cannot be over-estimated. 


Pickled Steel. 


“To keep the iron and steel used in 
building big ships from rusting,” an 
engineer told the reporter, “is a mat- 
ter of supreme importance. The Brit- 
ish Admiralty is very parti@ilar that 
every piece shall be painted the mo- 
ment it is ready for riesgo, Be b> yaa 
But the steel plates form a hard black 
surface, called “mill scale,” in the 
process of manufacture. This clings 
tenaciously to the glate, and if it is 
covered with int, and afterwards 
the plate gets dumaged, then the scala 
taking the paint with it, 
and reg | the steel bare. The plate 
is then liable to rust-corrosion, a ser- 
ious danger to the ship. 

“We therefore remove every trace of 
scale before painting the steel plate, 
It is put into a bath of dilate hydro. 
chloric acid for a few hours, which 
loosens the seale. The plate is then 
brushed with wire brusi#®s and wash- 
ed with a hose. This is;what we call 
‘pickling steel’,”

Victor Hugo’s opinion on the question 
of life beyond’ the grave was a remark- 
able one. The great Frenchman was 
firmly convinced that he would meet 
all his friends in a future world. He 
was equally sure that he had always 
existed from the antediluvian times, 
when the Creator placed him on earth. 
He Welieved that he would exist for- 
ever, inasmuch as he felt in his soul 
thousands of hymns, dramas and po- 
ems that had never found expression. 
When the atheists would say to him, 
“The proof that you will not exist in 
the future.is that you did not exist in 
the past,” Hugo would answer: — 
“Who told you I did not exist in the 
past centuries? You will say that is 
the legend of the ages. The poet has 
written, ‘Life is a fairy tale twice writ- 
ten.’ He might have said a thousand 
times written. You do not believe in 
the doctrine of surviving personalities 
for the reason that you do not recollect 
your anterior existence. But bow can 
the recollection of vanished ages re- 
main imprinted on your memory when 
you do not remember a thousand and 
one scenes and events of your present 
life? Since 1802 there have been ten 
Victor Hugos in me. Do you think 


that I can recall all their actions and | 


all their thoughts? 

“The tomb is dark, and when I shall 
have passed the tomb to emerge into 
light once more all these Victor Hugos 
will be almost wholly strangers to me, 
but it will always be the same soul.”

An erroneous impression exists in 
the minds of many Western eee 
that the .manufacturer of Canada 
takes advantage of the tariff by rais- 
ing his selling price by the full 
amount of the duty, with which he 
it protected from foreign competition. 
Facts show that the Canadian manu; 
facturer does not, and could not: safe- 
ly, do such a thing. The home manu- 


facturer, to-day, does seven times as rash 


much business in Canada as the for- 
eigh manufacturer, Would the factor. 
ies of Canada be able to secure that 
much more business than the keen 
foreign competitor if prices were so. 
inflated? No they would not and 
the main purpose of the tariff is not 
to rob, but to protect. 

That the manufacturer should be 
able to improve the quality ‘of his) 
product and at the same time reduce | 
| the price to the consumer may at first’ 
seem incredible, but it all hinges up-| 
lon the output. Every manufac-| 
| turing operation whether large or, 
small involves a certain amount of} 
stationary overhead expense including 
such items as rent, heat, light, insur-| 
ance, taxes, office expenses, superin- 
tendence, ete. If these expenses have 
to be met out of the returns from a 


small output it follows that the pro- [Boni 


portion carried by each unit of ~ 
duction will be comparatively high. 
But if on the other hand they can 
be spread over a large output, then 
the proportion carried by each unit 
of production may become  insigni- 
ficantly small. nerally speaking, 
the larger the output the lower the 
cost of production and the cheaper! 
the price to the consumer, hence the! 
advantage of a tariff which secures 
the home market or at least the 
bulk of it te the home manufac- 
turer. :
